Peking, Nov. 5.—In spite of the for- 


mal promises of the Chinese foreign

IN PHILIPPINES 


GEORGE AIKEN WRITES AN IN- 


TERESTING LETTER. 


Says the Soldiers Could Never Take 


the Town—City Has All Modern 
Improvements—Street Railway Em- 
ployes Want American Wages- 
Fear the Insurgents. 


George Aiken, a Rock county man. is 


-• now at Manila wearing the uniform of 


Uncle Sam's volunteer army, and writes 
an, interesting 
letter 
to Janesville 


friends. 
Mr. Aiken enlisted at the out- 


break of hostilities in CampanyG.. First 
Wyoming regiment, he being in that 
state when President McKinley called 
for volunteers. In a letter to F. W. 
Aiken he says the soldiers do not have 
much to do. and are allowed considera- 
ble liberty. Not until recently, how- 
ever, were the soldiers allowed to go 
down town. They have been held in 
readiness to get 'out and fight on a 
moment's notice, and do not know one 
hour, where they will be the next. 


"We are stationed," 
he says, "just 


outside the old town, about 400 yards 
from the wall in the old Spanish quart- 
ers, and could not ask for a better place. 


"No doubt yon know more about the 


way Manila was taken than I do, as I 
do not know what happened outside 
of our own batallion. x We did hear bul- 
lets whistling over our head, but not a 
man was hit. We came over the trench- 
es where one of Dewey's shells struck, 
and saw six Spaniards, torn all to pieces! 
I should like to have gone over the 
trenches, but we had to push.' on" to 
Manila. 
Now the insurgents hold the 


trenches that we occupied." 


Papers Arc Old 


Mi-. Aikin says the last paper he saw 


was dated Aug. 4 and expressed the 
desire to see the later issues. 


"I suppose" he says in continuing 


"that .the war question is now all set 
tied except as to the Philippines and I 
should like to know what is to be done 
with them before I leave here. 


i[So the United States did annex the 


Hawaiian islands. They have the best 
fruit I ever saw and all varieties, too. 
The climate is about the same the year 
'round." 
J 


Mr. Aiken judges that the Philippine 


islands are rich if Manila is the criterion. 
The town, he says, is wonderful, while 
the big wall is a marvelous structure. 


"It must have taken years to build 


this wall"he says. "It'is 
of the fin- 


est stone. No number of soldiers could 
have taken the city. The Spaniards 
trimmed up all the trees, and cut down 
all the bushes, so that the space before 
the wall was all open. 


"I wish you could see some of the 


churches—just 
like old time castles 


They make a man's blood chilli-dark 
and ugly, and worse than a jail. 


Horses Are Dwarfs. 


"I do not see how the people ~ot 


stone enough to build with. The only 
way they have of moving things is with 
buffalo and ox carts. They use nothing 
but carts, and the horses are all as small 
as Shetland ponies. 


"The latest report' is that Spain is 


holding the islands, and we will be 
shipped back when the Spanish soldters 
get here. 


"All the business in Manila, he con- 


tinues, "is done in the new town. The 
business blocks and stocks of goods are 
as tine as will be seen anywhere. 
natives have a weakness . for finery. 
When they haul in their produce they 
buy jewelry, pianos, etc. 


"I have seen," he writes, -'in an old 


bamboo shanty, an upright piano that 
would do credit to President MeKinley's 
parlor. There are different grades'of 
natives—from silk and diamonds down 
to the naked fellows who look more like 
monkeys than anything else. 
Some of 


the men can carry more on a stick 
across their shoulders than two of us 
could lift from the ground. The women 
-all carry fruit in baskets set on top of 
their beads. In this way I have seen 
them carry jars of water that they could 
not lift alone. 


"It used. to be amusing to see the 


insurgent army passing our camp on 
the way to their trenches. 
They go 


straggling along .like sheep, carrying 
guns of alll descriptions—old flint locks, 
muzzle loaders, blunderbusses, Spring- 
Afield and Maussr rifles. 
Some are even 


armed with spears. T do not see how 
we can disarm the-n unless we round 
them up like they do cattle in Wyom- 
ing."

Natives Su.v Down Anns 


"Last evening the natives marched 


around the park and la'icl down their 
arms, so we do not need to fear them 
anymore. I have wished the natives 
would fight so that we could have a 
chance to shoot those guns, once, any- 
way. 
All we have used them for so 


far is target practice. 


"I do hope these islands will never 


get back under Spanish rule for the sake 
of -the poor natives. They are smarter 
than Chinamen. 
When 
the 
natives 


who are employed on the one horse 
railway 
here found 
out what the 


street car men in America were paid, 
they struck for higher wages—and got 
the raise too. 


"I never saw a better lighted town. 


They use electric lights, and night is as 
light as clay. The old town, however, is 
a dingy place—narrow streets, 
and 


every 
building looks like a prison. 


Here, in the 
barracks, 
is a death 


chamber and judging from the looks of 
the wall, many a native has been shot 
here, because he did not pay his taxes. 


"Schlitz beer sells here for eighty 


cents a quart, and brandy costs seventy- 
five cents a quart. Ton can buy the 
finest cigars you 
ever smoked for one 


and two cents each, but meals cost 
$1.50 
at a restaurant. 
The drinking 


water here is very warm. I have not 
had a good drink of water since I left 
Wyoming."

Upon 


receiving his ballot the voter must retire, alone, to a booth or compartment and prepare the sumo for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner Whom to vote for. (If it be a general election these words are to follow: The voter, 


if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark, X, under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and having no other mark, will be counted for all the candidates of that party in the column underneath, un- 


less the names of some of the candidates have been erased, or a cross mark be placed opposite the name or names of candidates in another column, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should make a cross mark, X 


after the name of each candidate he desires to vote for.) If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If -the ballot be spoiled it 


must be returned, to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three In all to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowed in booth to mark, ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth and may be used to copy from 
The ballot 


must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folded so that fhe inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the* booth or compartment, give 


his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability, he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of one or two election officers in 


marking the same, to be chosen by the voter, and if he declares that ho is totally blind he may bo assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legaljvoters oj the voters of the county.
